Coast salmon next season ?" asked your 
reporter. 
"T here is no prospect of any extensive 
business in Columbia river salmon at pres­ 
ent freight rates. W hen they can be landed 
here at a cost not exceeding ten cents per 
pound, we can sell them readily enough. 
The past season the amount of salmon re­ 
ceived from Oregon was 20 per cent, less 
than the year before. You must remember 
that the Chinook salmon season is identi­ 
cal w ith tin* Atlantic coast salmon. They 
come in active competition and. naturallv, 
the cheaper fish lias the readiest sale. The 
experience of the first year in sending 
salmon East by the carload deterred anv 
further ventures in th at line.

by express we are tolerably sure of finding 
them in salable condition.”

Yet 
the Chinese carry out fully and logically 
the principles of our competitive examina­ 
tion system. It seems to us a great deal 
mare im portant to keep the Chinese civil 
service system out of the United States than 
to exclude Chinese cheap labor.

BOGGS RESURRECTED 


In the spring of 1S83 this journal oj 
posed the election of W. M. Hoggs, of 
Napa, as State Inspector of Fruit Pests. 
That opposition was based solely and only 
upon the manifest incapacity of Mr. Boggs 
to discharge the duties of the office. 
We 
made tiiis so clear by proofs, and bv the 
admissions of Mr. Boggs himself, that the 
press of the State took up the matter, and 
in the interest of the fruit-growers de­ 
manded that Mr. Boggs resign, which he 
did. 
It was an unpleasant task that this 
journal undertook, and it did not look 
upon the result of the agitation, that had 
its genesis with it. as a matter of triumph 
over Mr. Boggs, to whom it had no per 
sonal objection whatever. Since the re 
signation which was thus brought about, 
there has been brought to our attention 
nothing whatever to lead us to change our 
opinion concerning Mr. Boggs’ fitness for 
the place. 
He is not to-day any lietter 
qualified for the duties of the ofiiee than 
he was when he first aspired with greedy 
ambition to fill it. 
He may have studied 
the subject somewhat since 18S3, and may 
have given much of his time to entomo­ 
logical reading. 
But assuming that he 
has, he is still unfit for the position. 
The 
duties of a |>est inspector can be well dis­ 
charged only by one who has had ex[>cri- 
ence in the field ; who has had much 
experience in fruit culture in this State, 
and has made a practical study of the 
pests that assail fruit interests in Califor­ 
nia. 
This experience Mr. Boggs has not 
had. 
But it npjKsirs that he has never 
lost sight of the office and its two hundred 
dollars a month, and now his ambition 
has Ih-oii gratified by election for the 
second time to the inqiortant trust. 
He 
should remember the verdict of the jieople 
in the first instance, and again resign. 
A 
modest man, who had been so held up to 
criticism as was Mr. Boggs, would not again 
present himself for office. 
It is very sad 
to think that in the judgment of the State 
Board of Horticulture there is no other 
man than Air. Boggs who can I k- chosen to 
till the office. 
It is sad to reflect that a 
position werth two hundred dollars a month 
•should so go begging, that such an un­ 
qualified person as Mr. Boggs must be 
chosen to lili it. 
Is it jKtssihle that among 
the practical fruit-growers and the quali­ 
fies! entomologists of all the land, none can 
be found to oentest the place with Mr. 
Boggs? It is probable that other reasons of a 
social character Yorgelv actuated the Board, 
for Mr. Boggs is persistent; he is one of 
the Pioneers, and some of the same class 
-of worthy people sit on the Board. 
They 
have a fellow-feeling for the Argonauts, 
■and being set upon by Boggs, who is him­ 
self a member of the Board, they yielded, 
and Mr. Boggs, who does not tire of saying 
that he fought for the country in “ the 
good old days,” is at least rewarded for his 
persistency, and the State is once more in­ 
flicted with “ filling” for an office, instead 
of compenteucv such as the law contem­ 
plates. 


bequests of the late 
W illiam Sharon have been made public. 
They aggregate $110,000. 
Among them 
is a gift of money to the Boys and Girls’ 
Aid Society. 
There is nothing in the list 
that is better applied. 
That association has a work in hand 
that is of higher value to society than any 
charitable effort of which the public has 
knowledge. 
Its purpose is wholly pre­ 
ventive. 
It takes neglected youth and 
makes men and women of it fit for Amer­ 
ican citizenship, and who, else, as certainly 
as day comes and night follows, would re­ 
cruit the criminal classes and become a 
charge under restraint, a cost and a men­ 
ace to communities, in the matter of pun­ 
ishing crime and restraining the vicious 
from assault upon society. 
The way to prevent crime is to begin 
with tyros in vice. 
Two-thirds, if not 
more, of the criminal class entered upon 
the career of law-breaking in early youth. 
It is the exception when the mature’man 
or woman becomes a member of the outlaw 
army. 
It is easier to prevent than to sup­ 
press or regulate, and hence it isaduty in­ 
cumbent upon organized society to block 
the paths of temptation, and to so modify 
circumstances that tend to turn impres­ 
sionable youth into the paths of vice, that 
it shall have the better opportunity to 
walk aright. 
In the ease of those criminals who be­ 
come such from youthful association, it is 
n>t, and should not, be in the mouth of so 
ciety to say that their crimes are volun­ 
tary. There is a sort of social despotism 
that rules youth beyond its power to re 
volt. 
It is the tyranny of circumstances 
that are the outgrowth of social imper­ 
fections. 
A potential resistance to this despotism 
is found in such societies as that referred 
to. 
It operates upon but one basis, that of 
prevention; it seeks to surround unfortu­ 
nate youths with influences that, under 
ordinary conditions, ought to, and 
do, 
produce the better types of manhood and 
citizenship. 
Instead of grouping youths 
viciously inclined, and affixing to them 
the ineffaceable stigma of a corrective re­ 
galia, such as must mark all inmates of re­ 
formatory institutions, it places the child 
within the circle of home influences of the 
better order. 
This is the only true theory 
and practice for the treatment of viciously- 
inclined minors. 
Society simply excuses 
itself for neglect of duty when it gives 
over boys and girls to State prisons and 
semi-penal institutions, on the pretense 
that the child is hopelessly vicious and 
that only the restraints and punishments 
of prison will apply to it. 
Whoever hits studied human nature to 
any sort of advantage must have con­ 
cluded that, in seven cases out of ten, or 
even more, so-called 
viciously-inclined 
children can l>e trained, through the agency 
of their mobility, in correct courses. Want 
and neglect make more criminals than in­ 
born deviltry ; the inevitable influence of 
vicious surroundings within the power of 
society to modify, if not wholly remove, is 
at the root of the major portion of criminal 
lives. 
For these reasons we look upon such 
agencies ast hat so recently endowed by 
several gentlemen of wealth in San Fran­ 
cisco as of the very highest importance* 
and as demanding all possible aid and en­ 
couragement that society in its social and 
governmental capacities can give. 
Boys’ 
and Girls’ Aid Societies lay the ax at the 
root of the tree—prisons, and reformato­ 
ries, which are prisons under another 
name, simply make the effort to crib and 
confine vice, and only in a very limited 
degree prevent it or reform the offender. 


The City BearVI Gf Trustees m et in regu­ 
lar session y esterday morning, all the 
members present except Mr. Jones. 
E. K. Ah ¿ip appeared before tbe Board 
and asked, that two polling places be al­ 
lowed in tbe Fourth W ard for the school 
election* Others asked for the same num ­ 
ber in the Third W ard. The reason urged 
by those making the request was that so 
little interest was taken in school elections 
that electors would not walk eighteen or 
twenty blocks for tbe purpose of exercising 
their right to the elective franchise. 


A SEW ORDINANCE. 
The ordinance drawn by the City Attor­ 
ney, at the request of the Board of Health, 
outlying the duties of tbe Health Officer 
and Plum bing Inspector, and providing for 
tbe punishment of owners, contractors and 
builders, who fail to construct cesspools, 
drainage pipes, etc., in accordance with the 
m anner prescribed by tbe Board of Health, 
was read and laid over for one'week under 
tbe rule. 
T H E W ATER qüK S T IO N . 
A. P. Catlin said he appeared before the 
Board as a representative of the California 
W ater Company. Mr. Findley, the Super­ 
intendent of the company, liad offered to 
furnish the city with clear water m June 
best. They have not bothered the Board 
since, from the fact that they did not sup­ 
pose so im portant an undertaking—one of 
such gigantic proportions—would he acted 
upon hastily, but would receive careful 
■onsidcration. and tbe Trustees would see 
to it that the best article was obtained for 
the least money. Leon Lake, the property 
of the California W ater Company, is situa­ 
ted near the sum m it, at an altitude ofG.ijOO 
feet, and covers an area of 2,403 acres. 
Six other lakes in the same basin at the 
same elevation, all belonging to the same 
company, contain an area of 2.000 acres, 
m aking' in all 5,003 acres. 
From this 
source the company’s canal draws a supply 
in the dryest season of 150,000,000 gallons 
daily. 
• 
No lakes in the sum m it ot the Sierras 
are or can be more free from all causes 
which may deteriorate the purity of moun­ 
tain water. Tbe lakes are imbedded in 
ranite and discharge their waters through 
Gurley creek over bare bowlders for a dis­ 
tance of eight miles, lrom which point the 
water is conveyed in largo flumes and 
ditches to Hog's Back, through which ridge 
they are taken in a tunnel and conveyed 
six miles to Pilot creek. They are taken 
out of Pilot creek at a point nineteen miles 
above Georgetown. Front Georgetown the 
waters are conveyed in canals, pipes and 
flumes to Sm ith’s Bend, a.little above Horse­ 
shoe Bar, on the American river, about 
thirty miles from this eitv. At this point 
the pipes will cross the American river and 
will reach the city along the line of the 
Central Pacific Railroad, through the N’or- 
ris ranch. The continuous piping will 
commence at a point above Sm ith’s Bend, 
the present terminus, far enough to place 
the water free from any possible contin­ 
gency of impurity. 


TIIE ADVANTAGES 
Of contracting with the company arc many 
ami obvious: 
First—It proposes to supply the city with 
the required am ount for $30,000 per annum, 
payable quarterly, after the city lias col­ 
lected the money from the water takers. 
The company lias ascertained that it can 
obtain a revenue from the sale of its large 
surplus of water, over and above wliat the 
city will require, for manufacturing pow 
ers, and for agricultural purposes, to such 
in extent as to justify it in constructing its 
works on a scale very much larger than 
would be required merely to supply the 
city with what it requires, and in supply­ 
ing the city at the modest sum above 
named. 
Second—This water company will be an 
immense factor in making the city what it 
should be—the manufacturing city of the 
coast. It lias a water power capable of an 
almost limitless expansion, and its works 
and connections are in a direct line witli 
the business of this city. It would u n ­ 
doubtedly bring into use an active settle­ 
ment of the immense unoccupied region of 
the Norris grant. It would stimulate pres­ 
ent and create new industries in this city. 
It is the company's intention to make tliis 
city the headquarters of all its business, it 
being in every way the most desirable point 
for that purpose, and to manufacture their 
pipes here from American iron anil steel. 
Third—The company will give such se­ 
curity as the city may require that its 
water, to the extent of 1,100,000,000 gallons 
per wear, shall be placed in the city’s mains 
at the corner of Tenth and I streets, with 
as much pressure as the city may require, 
for a period of fifty years, and that the 
water shall be pure, clear, mountain water, 
brought in iron and steel pipes a sufficient 
distance to insure the purity of the water, 
and that any additional quantity required 
in the future will be furnished at the same 
rate. 
Fourth—W hile the company is prepared 
to contract at once and proceed with its 
works without delay, it does not urge haste 
in so im portant an undertaking. It suggests 
that the city authorities examine its propo­ 
sition carefully and give it full consider­ 
ation. 
The company is advised and believes that 
the Trustees have full power, under the 
twenty-sixth subdivision of the second 
article of the city charter, “to provide for 
supplying the city with water and regulate 
the sale and distribution thereof,” and that 
the contract proposed does not create a 
debt, necessary first to be submitted to a 
vote of the people under Sections 20, 21, 22 
and 23. 
If, however, it should be thought advis­ 
able bv the Trustees to subm it the matter 


this Board, is absent from the city, and I 
don’t think it best to take action in this 
matter until all the Trustees are present. 
We will defer action until Mr. Jones is able 
to be present. 
Mr. Nielsen—W e want good water, and 1 
will not vote lor this California W ater Com­ 
pany unless tbe water is piped from some 
point above Georgetown. I lived upon that 
divide for a great many years, and know 
something about the water. People who 
live along the line of the ditch don't use 
ditch water. 
We don’t want water that is 
running all over the country in ditches. 
The difference in price is not much. 


T H E SANBORN 
W ELLS A G A IN . 
J. N. Young—This is a very im portant 
question, and the Board cannot exercise 
too much caution iu coming to its conclu­ 
sions. 
I would, at some future time, 
when all the members are present, like to 
discuss this question at length before tbe 
Board. 
In the first place I don't think this 
Board lias tbe right—the power is not 
vested in them—to enter into such con­ 
tracts as those proposed by the two rival 
m ountain 
corporations, 
unless 
it 
is 
submitted to a vote 
of 
the 
people. 
I 
heard 
the 
opinion 
of Mr. Catlin 
upon 
this 
point, and 
I am 
frank 
to confess that I regard his legal opinion 
good upon all law points. 
I must

people of this community should be al­ 
lowed the privilege of voting upon this 
question.

ample supplies of clear, pure water from 
the mountains for $30,000 jkt annum.

There is no question whatever of 
the great benefit* that will inure to this 
city from the introduction of mountain 
water. 
It will stimulate manufacturing 
interests greatly. 
For, under the proposi­ 
tion of either company, there will be such 
pressure assured that water-power will su­ 
persede steam, and greatly cheapen the 
cost of operating naative power. 
It will 
make thk a desirable point for manufac­ 
tures, that aru now unknown here. Water 
brought from the mouutaius will also en­ 
able large tracts of laud adjacent to the 
city to lie irrigated and brought under cul­ 
tivation in small lots, which are now prac­ 
tically non-producing. 
W<e shall thus aug­ 
ment the contributing population, acd in­ 
crease the supply business of the city. 
Indeed, with the introduction o f mountain 
water nt heavy pressure, we shall witness a 
new growth in the industries and general 
business prosperity of Sacramento.

S an Francisco, November 22,1885. 
Jfr. Jnhn P. llnnn IH ak s i r : I have i>e!ori­ 
me your • open letter" of November 21st. To 
my letter addressed to Messrs. Rhodes and Pel­ 
mas, a copy of which you m ake part of yours. 
Judge Rhodes had already replied, recognizing 
in a suitable m anner the courtesy which I had 
extended and prom ising at anearle day to make 
a public statem ent. I do not adm it the right of 
Mr. Pelm as to transfer the m atter to any one. 
The m isrepresentations contained in his letter 
to you will he noticed in the proper m anner. 
Yon propose, in order that you m ay he satisfied 
of the good taitU of my clients, to enter into 
certain stipulations w ith me relative to the 
pending tax rases. You have recently pub­ 
lished a letter to the world in w hich you gravely 
assert that stipulations m ade by m e have no 
binding force whatever, because I am not attor­ 
ney o f record. The Supreme Court of Califor­ 
nia and the Circuit Court have decided that you 
have nothing w hatever to do with these cases. 
W hen you shall change your opinion as to my 
pow ers, and when the Courts shall have changed 
theirs as to your powers, 1 will consider your 
propositions. T hat you tnuy he entirely satisfied 
w ith th e good faith of my clients, and not here­ 
after have to give them "th e benefit of the 
doubt," 1 will stipulate for my clients iu a form 
which the Courts will hold binding if you will 
procure a like binding stipulation on the part of 
the State, as follows : 
First—To sot aside ail judgm ents anil orders 
heretofore made by any Court in all or any of 
the tax cases, and to w ithdraw all answers and 
defenses therein. 
Second—To take an account of all assessments 
made against iny clients for the past five years 
and all paym ents m ade thereon. 
T hird—To let the Court determ ine upon prin­

Rumsev, after a week's trial, the jury be­ 
ing out fourteen hours, was found guilty 
of riot. This is the first and only convic­ 
tion in the Squak Chinese m urder cases. 
The seven men concerned therein were 
each indicted three times for murder in the 
first degree, and once each for riot. Two 
trials for murder occupied three weeks’ 
time, and ended in acquittal. 
The third 
trial for riot ended, as above stated, in con 
viction. The extreme penalty for riot is 
one year's imprisonment and a fine of $500. 
Those cases have not only cost the Terri­ 
tory a great deal of money, but they have 
stretched the term of Court to limits far 
beyond anything before reached, to the 
inconvenience and detrim ent of private 
interests. The other prisoners have been 
released, their trials being of necessity 
postponed to the next term of the Court.

R e s u lt ok t h e In q u est.—In the absence 
o f Coroner Clark, Justice of the Peace 
W m. H enley held an inquest on the re­ 
m ains o f Mrs. Olsen and her infant last 
evening. 
The verdict was as follows : "At 
the inquest held on the bodies of Mrs. 
Helen Olsen anti Julian Olsen, who were 
lound dead in the bath-room oí a bouse 011 
the northeast corner of Nineteenth and 1 
streets on Saturday, the 21st day of Novem ­ 
ber, the jury found Mrs. Helen'Olsen wasa 
native of Switzerland, 37 years o f age, and 
that she cante to her death by cutting her 
throat, an act of her own hand, and com­ 
mitted with suicidal intent ; 
and Julian 
Olsen was a native of California; aged one 
month and nineteen days, and that he 
came to his death by having his throat cut 
by his mother, Mrs. Olsen.’’ 
They also 
found that the deeds were committed by 
Mrs. Helen Olsen while temporarily insane.

The Argtmaul says : “ Listening severely, 
one better appreciates Nevada’s technical 
excellence in the concert-rooni. 
Her voice 
has unmistakably gained in breadth and 
strength during the past few months. 
It is 
high, clear, silvery, sweet and supple, and, 
in a world where the singers are growing 
fewer day by day, she is one of the few.” 
The Ingleside says : “ W hen an artist is 
thoroughly advertised, and m uch is ex­

You want to go to the head of 
the stream to cure this evil. If they would 
give m e power to appoint three Immigra­ 
tion Commissioners under such a law, I 
would guarantee thnt I would stop the 
Chinamen coming in.” 
Governor Stone­ 
man also expressed a wish that the Chinese 
already here might depart for Boston, or 
that they might settle in New England.

A Nevada C h u te . 
One of the most interesting sights to be 
seen in the Sierras is the manner in which 
logs are sent down the valleys or river can­ 
yons from the timber bights above. A con­ 
temporary gives the following g ra n g e de­ 
scription o f one of these scenes i A chute 
is laid from the river's bank Up the steep 
mountain to the milroad 3 and while we are 
telling it the monster logs are rushing, 
thundering, flying, leaping down the de­ 
clivity. 
They come w ith the speed of a 
thunderbolt, and som ewhat o f its roar. A 
track of Are and sm oke follows them —fire 
struck by their friction with the chutelogs. 
They descend the 1,700 feet of the chute in 
fourteen seconds. 
In doing so thev drop 
700 feet perpendicularly. They strike the 
deep water wiih a report that can be heard 
a m ile distant. 
Logs fired from a cannon 
could scarcely have a greater velocity than 
they have at the foot of the chute. 
The 
average velocity is over 100 feet a second 
throughout the entire distance; and at the 
instant they leap from the mouth their 
speed must be fully 200 feet per second.

sugar-pine log sometimes weighs ten tons. 
M’hat a m issile ! 
How the water is tossed j 
into the air 1 
Like a grand plum e o f d ia -j 
innnds and rainbows, the feathery spray is I 
hurled to a bight of a hundred feet. li forms ! 
the grandest fountain ever beheld. 
How j 
the waters foam and s.-ttie, and lash against 
the shore! 
One log, having spent its force 
by its mad plunge into the deep waters, has 
Heated so as to be at right angles with the 
path o f the descending monsters. 
The 
mouth of the chute is perhaps fourteen feet 
above the surface of tlie water. 
A hope 
log hurled from the chute cleaves the air 
and alights on a floating log. 
You know­ 
how a bullet glances, hut can you imagine 
a saw-log glancing? 
The end strikes with 
a heavy shock, but glides quickly past for 
a short distance; then comes a clash like 
the reverberation of artillery, tlie falling 
log springs vertically into the*air, and with 
a curve like 11 rocket falls into the water a 
long distance from the log it struck.
